To Bedford County Fruit Growers: 


As there is abundant promise of a 
large fruit crop this season and the 
work ot spraying is very important, I 
beg leave to make a few suggestions. 


The 
season for 
effective 
fight 
against the San Jose Scale is past, 
but eternal vigilance is the price of 
success in fruit growing. 
The sea- 
'son for combatting the codling moth, 
the next greatest enemy of our busi- 
'ness, is almost here. 
The first ef- 
fective spraying for these must be 
started when the larger part of the 
blossom has- fallen, and before the 
*alyx has closed; the next about two 
•"weeKs later, the third about the mid- 
.dle of June. If only two applications 
are made, omit the second; if only 
' one, then that one should by all 
.means be the first. 
Tl'For the first spraying more power 
(at least 150 Ibs.) is required than 
•for later application. A spray that 
simply settles on the foliage will" be 
of little value at this time. 
The" 
liquid must be forced into the calyx, 
and this can only be done by a high 
pressure. 
\" Now, in order to best accomplish 
"this you must have angle nozzles, or 
a bend in your rod at an angle ot 45 
degrees. Should you have only bam- 
boo rod and straight nozzles, secure 
a'six-lnch length of % inch iron pipe, 
heat.it sligntly, bend to the desired 
angle, and insert this piece between 
bamboo and nozzles. As time is pre- 
cious, -'have two nozzles on each rod, 
of "the Friend or Mystay, Jr., type. A 
tower 4 to 6 feet high on your wagon 
is indispensable for one lead of hose 
about 15 feet long, with rod 8 to 10 
feet. This tower enables one to throw 
the material directly into the calyx 
from above with angle rod or nozzle, 
a very important feature. 


• A second hose of 50 feet is equally 
important to properly 
get around 
large trees from the ground, this 
hose, of course, to have a lu-toot rod, 
with angle. 
Only a good barrel or 


power pump will answer tor this 
work, as tnere must be force for this 
spraying, which, though not so es- 
sential at other times, always.has an. 
advantage. 
Turn your nozzles up, 
down and crosswise, and close to the 
blossom clusters. 
Unless your trees 
are very tall you can finish each tree 
as you go, with an angle nozzle. 
Drencn tne whole tree trom the 
ground to the top, holding the noz- 
zles close to the body ot the tiee. 


Now as to materials. 
Arsenate of 
Lead has displaced Paris Green and 
other materials as an insecticide; it 
is more adhesive and less likely to in- 
jure foliage. This should be applied 
at the rate of 2 to 3 pounds to 50 
gallons of water for apple. Arsenate 
ot Lead is a paste and must be kept 
moist by covering with an ich or so of 
water. In taking out do not stir but 
with paddle take out the required 
weight, place in a bucket, add a little 
water and stir till no lumps remain, 
then add to the full amount of water 
and run engine tor a tew minutes till 
thoroughly mixed, when it is ready to 
begin spraying. 
With a barrel pump 


remove nozzles and put rod into bar- 
rel and pump a few minutes. 
The 
agitators will do the rest. But note 
that Arsenate of Lead is only for in- 
sects that chew and has no effect on 
sucking insects or plant diseases. 
Bordeaux Mixture (blue vitriol and 


lime) in the past has been the best 
fungicide, but it has no effect on in- 
sects and has the disadvantage of 
badly russeting the apples. Recently 
many tests have been made with com- 
mercial Lime-Sulphur as a summer 
spray; as a winter spray it stands at 
tne head. 
inese tests have shown* 


Lime-Sulphur not only does equal 
service as a tungicide, preventing ap- 
ple scab and rot, but also is greatly 
superior to the Bordeaux in that no 
russeting of the truit results. It also 
not oniy is a tungicide but greatly 
stimulates the tree.

of Lime-Sulphur to 30 gallons of wa-

Past Records Broken—A Friendly 


Contest—Whitlow Grass. 


In Anglo-Saxon times, Estre was 


tae name bestowed upon the goddess 
of light or spring in honor of who1) 
a festival was celebrated in April 
This year the Christian festival com- 
memorating the resurrection fell un- 
commonly early, and, as if to illus- 
trate the true significance of the sea- 
son, nature has awakened with a 
bound. 
The woodland maples burst 


their buds overnight and clothed 
their crowns in clouds of rosy gos- 
samer, and the willows flung out 
their garlands of pale green leaves 
in 
festoons of shimmering light, 


who take a keen delight in dis- 


covering the earliest spring flower 
will very likely find all past records 
broken this year in a number of 
cases. 
Spring 
Beauty, 
Adder's 


Tongue and Blood Root, for instance, 
are in bloom earlier than they have 
been for a number of years, and even 
the Sweet White Violet has been in 
full fragrant flower for two weeks or 
more. 


Resting cozily underneath the for- 


est leaves the early spring flowers 
hear the first faint call of returning 
spring and rush into blossom. 
The 


"early bloomers" with one or two 
quite remarkable exceptions are all 
woods plants, and are provided with 
thick rootstocks like the Blood Root 
and the Anemones, or white tubers 
and bulbs, like Spring Beauty and 
the Adder's Tongue. 
These, there- 


fore, have the best chance to be first 
awake. 
They have stored up food 


underground over winter and have 
an enormous advantage over their 


• fibrous-rooted rivals, which must ac- 


cumulate food after the season has 
opened. The annuals, which for the 


* most part live in the open, must come 


up from the seed and spend many 
weeks in preparation before they can 


n. muster strength to bear flowers and 


set seed. 


An Unexpected Winner 


Very early in the spring an exciting 


race is run with Hepatica, Arbutus, 


v Blood Root, Rue Anemone, Adder's 


Tongue and Spring Beauty as the 
starters, with which must be includ- 
ed the "rank" outsider, Skunk Cab- 
bage. 
As to which of the above 


starters shall have the honor of be- 
ing the earliest wild flower, the 
judges are unable to decide, probably 
because some years one competitor 
wins and some years another, but this 
year, a totally unexpected entrant, 
usually among the "also ran," came 
in a winner like the Irish Jockey who 
won a race after many defeats and 
expressed his satisfaction by crying 
out at the finish: "I'm first at last; 
I've always been behind before!" 
-The outsider that wins, the race this 
year is a universal favorite, the 
sweetest of all the violets, the fra- 
grant white species, Viola Blanda. 
Spring Beauty, which John Bur- 
roughs claims to have found in bloom 
even before Hepatica, is found in 
great abundance within a few yards 
of the white violet which is found in 
bloom first after skunk cabbage, but 
there was no blossom of the Spring 
Beauty open until last week. 


Insect Patronage 


Side by side with the friendly con- 


test among the wild flowers as to 
which shall be the first to bloom goes 
the far more important competition, 
the struggle for insect patronage. 
Two of our most beautiful plants, 
Spring Beauty and Adder's Tongue 
(the dog tooth violet, which is no 
violet but a lily), engage every spring 
in a curious contest. 
Comparatively 


few insects are flying in the cool 
early days of spring and they are in 
great demand as fertilizing agents '.o 
carry pollen back and forth. 
With- 


out insect aid some plants fail utterly 


other insect knew the secret of enter 
ing and fertilizing the scarlet runner 
But with Spring Beauty and Adder 
Tongue the" contest is on a differen 
basis. 
For some unexplained reaso 


the early bees prefer the flavor o 
the nectar which Spring Beauty pro

Beauty keeps her petals shut up 
tight when it would be wasteful to 
open them. 
But, after all, Adder's 


Tongue can afford to be independen 
too, for in case bees fail to visit her 
flowers she can fertilize them herself 
and perhaps it is just a fondness for 
admiration that impels her to keep 
open afternoons; the flower closes up 
pretty tight at night. 


Merit Among Flowers 


If every person were to be credited 


with excellencies on individual merit 
alone there would be many strange 
reversals of awards of honor; and 
this holds good in the flower world 
Many a wild flower that holds its 
head high and gets lots of fine things 
said about it is at heart crooked and 
its ways are not straight; the biggest 
flower in the world, that vegetable 
Titan, the RafHesia Arnoldi of Suma- 
tra, grows upon the stem of a species 
of grape. 
It is a paratitic flower 


measuring nine feet in circumfer- 
ence and weighing 15 pounds. 


An Immigrant 


Now to come back to the little hero 


of our story. 
Its name is Whitlow 


rrass; not a grass at all of course, 
but that doesn't matter. 
This so- 


called "grass" is a lowly member of 
;he mustard clan. 
It is so incon- 


ipicuous as to be almost insignifi- 
:ant; and were it not so ubiquitous 
and 
insistent

might pass it over without a word. 
Phis little immigrant from Europe— 
t came over in the ballast of a ves- 
sel many years ago—actually comes 
up from the seed, blossoms and be-

heads out. True it is that Hepatica 
s given the credit for blooming under 
the snow, but you will always find

o bloom in such a cozy retreat.

3oor little Whitlow Grass, the dwarf 
of the mustard tribe, is not a protege 
of the woods. 
It lives in the open 


vhere it may be frozen stiff over- 
night, but first thing in the cold Feb- 
•uary morning it shakes itself, thaws 
out rapidly and is ready for the busi- 
ness of the day, which is gathering 
he gas of carbon out of the air and 
urning it into little Whitlow Grasses 
while the sun shines. 


Self-Fertilization 


How do we explain this uncommon 


ndustry? 
It is easy enough. Whit- 


ow Grass was improvident in the be- 
ginning; it clung to the primitive 
habit of self-fertilization and failed to 
establish proper relations with bees, 
lies or other insects. 
Later it made 


a bid for insect patronage by secret- 
ng four tiny drops of nectar in each 
of its minute flowers. But it was 
oo late; bees were all occupied else- 
vhere, and so the plant had to fall 
)ack on self-fertilization as its means

missioner of this county, and a resi- 
dent of Napier Township and Hynd- 
man, died at his home In Connells- 
ville on Tuesday, April 5, of pneu- 
monia, aged 67 years.

also desired that patrons be induced 
to imprint their names and box num- 
bers on boxes in black block letters 
about two inches high. 


It is also desired that road officials 


paint upon the posts of boxes which 
are located at crossroads (but not at- 
tach signs thereto) the names of the 
towns or villages to which the cross- 
roads lead, with an indicator showing 
the direction. 


Posts to which boxes should be at- 


tached shall be set in an easily acces- 
sible position at the side of the road 
and boxes securely fastened to a pro- 
jecting arm of wood; or to a bracket 
of band iron about three-sixteenths of 
an inch thick; or, if preferred, an 
automatic-

Cake or cookies that have become 


stale may be freshened by the addi- 
tion of a slice of bread to the jar. 


Paint marks on glass, such as the 


splashes left by careless workmen 
on window panes, can be scraped off 
with a penny dipped in cold water. 


Use a small whisk brook on the 


blankets, brushing when dry on the 
line, not too hard, and in one direc- 
tion. 
This raises the nap and they 


appear like new. 


When baking apple pic put a tea- 


spoonful or two of strong cold tea in 
the filling; also try the same in your 
apple sauce or baked apples and 
notice the improved flavor of the ap- 
ples. 


Old jelly gets insipid. It can be 


made like new by heating. Add a lit- 
tle water and sugar. 


Cutting onions, turnips and carrots 


across the fiber makes them more 
tender when cooked. 


Don't close the oven door with a 


bang when a cake is being baked; the 
jar may make the cake heavy. 


When sweeping carpets use corn- 


meal dampened with kerosensc oil. 
It freshens the color, takes out all 
dust, and is fine for the oiled edges of j 
floors. 
' 


Never sweep or dust a room with 


the windows down. If possible, have 
them open on opposite sides of the 
room so there may be a strong cur- 
rent of air. 


When boiling fresh potatoes try 


putting a sprig of mint in the water 
to give a delicious flavor to the vege- 
tables. 


A little baking powder added to 


the cracker dust in which oysters are 
fried will greatly improve them. 


Plaster figures in hard or alabaster 


finish are easily cleaned by dipping a 
stiff toothbrush in gasoline and scrub- 
bing into all the crevices. 


Linen that has become yellow with 


age maj be made beautifully white by 
boiling in a lather made of one pound 


of white soap to one gallon ot milk. 
After boiling rinse in two wateis, add 
bluing to the last water. 


Match marks may be removed trom 


white paint bj rubbing with a cut 
lemon. To forestall further' marring, 
smear the spot lightly with vaseline

ter is about the strength for apple. 
We were cautioned not to mix Lime- 
Sulphur and Arsenate of Lead but 
liie past season has fully developed 
the fact that it is perfectly safe to 
do so and the best of results have fol- 
lowed. 
But this is enough to en- 


courage the use of both of these at 
the same time, with the hope that 
this weak application will also have 
a deterrent effect on scale insects 
also, as well as the aphis or plant 
lice. In making this combination add 
the Lime-Sulphur to the full amount 
of water, less 3 or 4 gallons, then 
add the Arsenate of Lead, and a'dd 
milk of lime irom six pounds of good 
lime for apple. 
No doubt the home 


boiled mixture will do equally as 
well when parties wish to use it. 


As to peach, not sufficient data is 


obtainable to risk the concentrated 
form as a general summer spray. Re- 
ports conflict in its use, burning of 
foliage resulting in some cases. We 
purpose tuis season making a thor- 
ough test of it and would suggest a 
general test over the county. 
We 


had our trees all sprayed with Lime- 
Sulphur 
before 
the 
buds opened, 


which practically does away with 
leaf curl. 
We will test the Lime- 


aulphur at 1 to 50, 1 to 75 and 1 to 
100. 
Last season we tested the use 


of Arsenate of Lead on peach, get- 
ting good results at 2 to 50; this year 
we will combine the two.

ORCHARD DKMON'STKATIOXS 


Given in County by Representative of 


State Agricultural Department. 
Cyrus T. Fox, who has been inter- 
ested in fruit growing for more than 
40 years and who is working with 
State Zoologist H. A. Surface as in- 
spector, lecturer and demonstrator, 
was a caller at this office on Monday 
en route to Hyndman. 
That after- 


noon he held a public meeting in the 
large orchard of Walter S. Madore 
which was largely attended by inter- 
ested persons from the surrounding 
country. 
He gave practical instruc- 
tions in the pruning of trees and 
many valuable suggestions on general 
orchard management. 


On Tuesday he had a conference in 


Cumberland with fruit growers of 
Bean's Cove, this county. 
William 


T. Donahoe has an orchard of 1,200 
apple trees which has been accepted 
as one of Pennsylvania's Supervision 
Orchards. It will be inspected at in- 
tervals, and instructions will be given 
in regard to dealing with the enemies 
of. fruit trees. 


Mr. Fox gave his first demonstra- 
tion Thursday, April 7, at Saxton on 
the farm of Wilson Weaver, who is a 
successful fruit grower. He has vis- . 
ited every section of the Union and 
has traveled in Europe and other 
coun-tries, and is of the opinion that 
Pennsylvania possesses as great ad- 
vantage for engaging in profitable 
fruit culture as can be desired. 


The- day was rough and cold, a 
brisk snowstorm prevailing during 
the morning. A quantity of lime and 
sulphur solution was prepared and 
sprayed upon such apple trees as had 
not made too great an advance in 
growth of foliage, and a row of trees 
received attention from the men' en- 
gaged to demonstrate proper methods 
of pruning under Mr. Fox's direc- 
tion. 


F.ast Saturday on the J. M. Rey- 


nolds ['arm at Spring Meadow he ad- 
dressed a large audience and then 
prepared a quantity of lime and 
sulphur solution, which was sprayed 
upon several trees infected with in- 
sect pests, Ihis solution having been 
found very efficient in destroying the 
San Jose Scale, oyster shell scale, and 
similar scale insects.

A glass cutter made 
thus will do its work as well as the 
expensive diamond and a great deal 
better than the ordinary wheel cutter

Memory Verses. 4. 5—Golden Text, 
John v. 36—Commentary Prepared by 
Rev. D. M. Stearns. 
After tbe commission of last lesson 


both Jesus nrid His disciples departed 
and we,nt tbrouph the towns prpaeblng 
the gospel and healing everywhere. 
.Se<» verse 1, \^itb Mark vi. 12.33; Luke 
is. 6. We may imagine the result from 
such a passage as Matt Iv, 24. 
In 


Luke vii. 1(5-18. we read that after 
Jesus raised the widow'* M>D to life 
the people glorified God. saying that a 
great prophet is risen up auioug us 
and that God bath visited His people. 
And this rumor of Him went torch 
throughout all Judea and throughout 
all the region roundabout. And the dis- 
ciples of John showed him of all these 
thiugb. This explains bow, according 
to verse 2 of our lesson, John heard in 
the prison the works of Christ. We 
learn from chapter xiv that John was 
put in prison because be bad fearlessly 
rebuked sin in high places, a danger- 
ous thing to do if one's own comfort is 
considered when tbe powers that be 
are in league with the devil. So Mi- 
caiah. son of Imla, found it when for 
speaking the truth be was put in pris- 
on and fed on tbe bread and water of 
affliction 
Zecbariah, son of Jehoiada, 


was stoned to death because he testi- 
fied that t*-e people were in trouble be- 
cause they had forsaken the Lord (II 
Chron. xviii. 25. 26; xxiv. 20, 21). The 
hatred of the world, however, is not 
strange, for the devil is the god of this 
age. and he is the great adversary of 
God and man. But when one is suffer- 
ing for righteousness" sake and our 
God, whose we are and whom we serve, 
seems not to hear us and sends no de- 
liverance then it becomes very perplex- 
ing to any but the strongest faith. See 
Joseph as slave and prisoner, Martha 
and Mary with a sick and dying broth- 
er and John the Baptist seemingly 
neglected and forgotten. In .reply to 
John's question by his two disciples 
Jesus in that same hour wrought many 
miracles and said to the messengers. 
"Go and shew John again those things 
which ye do hear and see" (verses 
3-6; Luke vii. 20, 21). He also said as 
much as "Do not be offended, John, if 
1 do not come to see you, and do not 
think it strange if I do not release 
you" We must remember His words 
in John xvi. 1-3; Isa I. 10 


The messengers from .John having 


departed. Jesus said to the multitudes 
contenting Jobu ih.it he was the one 
foretold Ijy Isaiab and AlaLic hi .is the 
niessengei u tio would piep.ire the «ay 
of the Messi.ih (Isa s.1. 'A. M.il in. 1» 
He also s.iid that ainon-c them ib.it 
are born ot women there U.itb not 
risen a greater than John the Bap- 
tist (.-verse 11). 
We renieinbui that 


Gabriel s>aid. "He shall be sieat m the 
sight of the Lord. * * * he shall be 
filled with the Holy Ghost. * * * he 
shall go before Him in the spirit and 
power of Ellas" (Luke i. 15-17)—not 
great in the sight of men, but ready to 
testify or suffer or die that God may 
be glorified. In connection with John's 
greatness our Lord added, "He that 
is least in the kingdom of beaven is 
greater than he" (verse 11). This bas 
perplexed many because, perhaps, they 
have not noticed that Jesus did not 
say "the least In heaven." but the 
least in the kingdom of beaven. or 
kingdom of God (Luke vii, 28), which 
means the kingdom to be set up on 
this earth when Jesus shall be king 
over all the earth. When the kingdom 
comes John himself shall be greater 
than he ever was when herein humilia- 
tion. The least in the glorified body, 
like Jesus Himself (I John ill, 2), shall 
be greater than the greatest here in a 
mortal body. There is more light for 
us upon this in due time, but let us con- 
sider the greatness of being "like Him" 
and so continually behold Him as to 
be more liUe Him now
